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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 


OF THE 


TOWN OF PLAISTOW. 


The school board report that the four schools in the different sec- 
tions of the town have been kept, as usual, in the four school houses 
located in said sections. 

Length of the schools as follows : 

No. 1, ten weeks in the spring term, and sixteen in the fall and 
winter. No. 2, nine weeks in the spring, and eighteen in the fall and 
winter. No. 3, ten weeks in the spring, and seventeen in the fall and 
winter. No. 4, nine and four-tenths weeks in the spring, and sixteen 
and eight-tenths in the fall and winter. 

The whole number of scholars in town, that have attended school 
the past year, is 140; boys 82, girls 58. 

It has been said that ‘‘Suecess is monotonous.” Had our schools 
been less successful during the year, we might have a longer report 
to make. We believe that they all have been under a respectable 
amount of discipline. The teachers have been patient and laborious, 
certainly so far as our knowledge and observation extend. 

The number of pupils in schools No. 2 and 4, during the fall and 
winter, was very small. It is not always a fact in such a case that 
the progress made is as great as the circumstances would seem to 
warrant, the reason, perhaps, that there is enthusiasm in numbers. 
We are glad to again notice the attention which has been given to 
writing. The great number of classes in our ungraded schools has a 


tendency to crowd out this essential branch. 
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In regard to text books—after having used the good old Franklin 
Readers for fourteen years or thereabouts, a series with the title of 
the New Franklin, was introduced into the Centre school, and it is 
the testimony of the teacher, attested by the observation of the board, 
that a new interest and stimulus was thus given to the classes in read- 
ing. It is desirable that there should be uniformity in the text books 
in use in our schools, and it is hoped that during the present year this 
object will be attained. 

A small sum of money has, of necessity, been expended in school 
furnishings. 

The people in No. 4, after having suffered many things, from a 
worn out stove and pipe, have been supplied with a new stove and 
pipe, which we believe is quite satisfactory. 

The No. 1 school room has been furnished with a desk in place of 
the rickety old table which could no longer stand alone. It is well 
known that there is an almost positive dearth of wall maps and other 
illustrative apparatus. We sincerely hope that our citizens will feel 
rich enough some time in the near future to give the children some- 
_ thing to look at besides a bare wall. Nothing serves better to fix ge- 
ographical facts in the mind of a child than to have the prominent 
features of the globe placed before him in a tangible form.
